THE SIDE iVA LK BY-LA IF. 

Tlio repeal "of tlii.s by-lasv ami the 
transfer- to. the city of tlio rea|JonaiLiility 
of IayipgJA;iew and repairing existing 
sidewalks have formed a topic of public 
conversation for some days. Viewing 
the matter in its ab.stract form not a 
few are disposed to think that those 
who obeyed the .spirit and letter of the 
late by-lasv and laid now sidowalka, 
svhile othpjl!. defied" the orders of the 
City .Council," have been rather hardly 
used. There are cases where the ex- 
penditure on account of sidewalks 
ordered, by tlic Council has reached a 
very 'considerable sura; and it seems 
hard that those who complied with the 
by-law'flhould now be laujiliingstocka 
for others who snapped their fing- 
ers and invited the civic authorities to 
do their best or worst. Parties for an 
evasion of the late by-law when cited 
before tho magistrate were invariably 
mulcted in tho cost of the sidewalk 
with, legal charges added. The magis- 
trate having only the by-law to guide 
him decided strictly in accordance with 
its provisions. So far .so good; but it 
noW^appears, when three-fourths of the 
ratepayers have complied with the by- 
law which tho remaining oue-Iourth 
evaded, that it is suddenly repealed and 
tho city accepts for tlie future tlio care 
and management ofthosidewalks. Upon 
the,. face of it the new system .seoms 
very unjust — unjust to those who have 
laid sidewalks at their own expense, 
and unjust to the ratepayers at large 
who will have to pay for the sidewalks 
of property-holders who obstinately 
stood Qi^t^against the observance of the 
by-law. " 'Nothing to the '^mind of ^'the 
nonlegal ratepayer was clearer than 
that the corporation had power con- 
ferred upon it by the act of incorpor 
ation to force property-holders to lay 
sidewalks in front of their lots. Tho 
right seemed . unquestionable,;, and it is 
woyfchy of remark that 'none of the 
cases' decided before tho magistrate 
was ever appealed. Yet it is now 
stated on unimpeachable authority that 
the corporation exceeded their power? — 
that while they bad the right to order 
that sidewalks should bo laid they had 
not the power to make "fish of one and 
HesLii-of another.", In fine, that to 
order oneratepayer to'lay a walk and ex- 
empt anotlier ratojiayer fro a the samo 
duty was an undue exercise of 
power which no act of parliament 
could protect the Council in tho exer- 
cise of. On Saturday last Mr. Justice 
Gra>v in delivering a decision which 
affected the powers of taxation of tho 
cityi'dtjrporation, laid down this broad 
principle: 

"Tlieso powers [of taxation] therefore 
attach to this corporation— -subject to tho 
one great j>ri?icijjle, overriding all taxation, 
that it miist be uniform and equal, beuriiig 
uponM^^ persons arid prdpcrlies nliko in pro- 
portionate ratio." 

It is unnecessary for us to add that 
the sidewalk bylaw which has just been 
repealed was not "uniform and equal" 
in its working] that while it compelled 
residents on one side of a street to lay 
a sidewalk and exempted, residents on 
a^l^^^'iide it did not "bear Upon all 
jiersons and properties alike," 

THE ELECTEIC LIGHT AKD OAS. 

On the occasion of tho opening of the 
now gas works recently built by the 
Local Board of Smethwick, near Bir- 
mingham, reference was naturally made 
in the speeches subsequent to the open- 
ing ceremony to, the electric light, and, 
contrary to the usual custom nowadays, 
these speeches were moderate in tone 
and eminently practieal. One 
gentleman is reported to have said that 
"he did not by any mean.s regard tho 
electric light as an unconpromising 
enemy. It was well ascertained that 
for the" production thereof they could 
not have better machines than gas en- 
gines. Here there was open to them a 
considerable future for ga.s-making," 
Again, another gentleman said: "Per- 
sonally, he was not at all alarmed at 
tho^pr^pects' before them. The future 
of gas was not dependent upon its use 
for jighting, although he thought that 
in a good many years to come it would 
have much to do in this direction. But, 
if electricity was successful, it would 
probably have to make use of its rival, 
gas, even for its own creation. The gas 
engine would bo one of the most elB- 
cient and economical means of envolv- 
iiig' electricity, and it seemed quite as 
certain that gas would be tho fuel of 
the 'future as that electricity was to be 
the comin g light." 

' OREGON EXPORTS. 

Exports from tlie Coluiubia river for 
tho year 1881 amounted in value to 
fullj $14,000,000.

Wheat shipments to 
that city were about 400,000 centals, 
valued at $G00,000, and flour shipments 
320,000 sackH. valued at about $100, 
000. Of wool, 27,762 bales were 
shipped, having a, valp.of about 
400,000. Oats, flaxgpjBdi'.t potatoes, 
hides, hops, etc., would make up an 
others Half million of value. It i; 
therefore a safe estimatfl that the value 
of exports from the Columbia river for 
the year was Sl-i,000,000 in all. This 
showing is highly creditable to the in- 
dustry of 250,000 peoplia.

MORE IRISH OUTRAGES. 

Enormous Sof&lofttloix la 'Attasla. 



New Youk, Jan. 1. — Tlie Trihunc 
has t'.io following from London : Tho 
Irish executive appears at last to awake 
t-j tho necessity of coming to close 
quarters with Irish ruffianism. The 
or^ai"/.ation of eleven of tlio worst 
counties into fivo districts, each under 
the sUjiervision of a special magiatrato, 
though a step in advance, is probably 
only "preliminary to still more direct 
and efliciont action, for which fresh 
parliamentary powers are .deemed ne- 
cessary. These magistrate? are really 
inspectors, with instructions to insti- 
tute personal examinations in each dis- 
trict, and with power to use the police 
and military in urgent cases, but they 
arc charged especially to advise the 
central executive on tluj best means of 
restoring order. Tliis is really an at- 
tempt to out red tape. So is the privy 
council's sanction to serving writs by 
post or placard. Tho authorities be- 
lieve that the arrest of Council has dis- 
organized the n:ost dangerous of the 
ribbon societies. Mr. For.stcr's resolve 
to prohibit tho circulation of seditious 
newspapers, whether Irish or foreign, 
comes, as usual, late, but has the hear- 
ty approval of the loyal public. 

The Duke of Argylo publishes a lot- 
tor flatly contradicting Mr. Chambor- 
lain's recent assertion that the avowed 
objects of the land league were orig" i- 
ally legal and were ajiproved by the 
goverament. The duke declares ; that 
the government during 1880, when he 
wag a member, proclaimed tho objects 
of tho land league to be unlawful and 
unjust, and founded a state prosecution 
on their illegality. This is the second 
contradiction which Mr, Cliamberlain 
has incurred in his eflbrt to concili' te 
his radical supporters. ^ • , 

Tiie Mansion House subscription 
makes little headway in s[)ilo of tho 
lord mayor's efforts to galvanize it by 
continuous letter writing. The liber- 
als and tho general public refu.sc to 
support a movement tainted, whether 
justly or unjustly, by .the suspicion .of 
party object.

ne.s3 also went round to tho different 
l)utchering establishments in Victoria to 
if any information could bo obtained; 
among the rest to Messrs. Ooodacre & 
Dooley 'a; saw Dooley and described to 
him the cattlo and nieiitionod tho reward 
ofl'ered; Dooley expressed great sympathy 
with v'itncss for hia loss and said he would 
do all in liis power to assist in finding 
them, hut would accept wo reward if hi^ 
did find them; had reason tu sii.spect Mc- 
Niel and mentioned his suspicions to more 
persons than one; Dooloy know the cattlo 
a.s he had seen them more than once; Mc- 
Niclalso know tho cattle and asked wit- 
ness what he would tako for them; the 
cattle were fat and tho moat marketable 
in tho band; hoard subsoiiuently that tho 
police had information sulliciont to bring 
tho cattlo thieves to justice and gave tho 
officers all the information in his power; 
thore was ono largo steer, value §50, an- 
other large red and white steer of tho 
same value, one smaller rod and white 
steer same value, ono red heifer about to 
calve value §G0, two rod and white hoifera 
value 850 each, total value §310; knew 
thoy wore taken away between the 1st 
and 20tli Septembor but tliought thoy 
were taken away between tho 8th and 
20th of that month; remembered prisoner 
coming to his place on the .Stli Soiit. to 
obtain any arrears of wagea that might bo 
duo to him; he had been sick and hia 
hotial bill and sundry other bills had been 
paid by witness; he particularly wanted 
hia saddle and spurs on that occasion; it 
was known that witnosa was to attend the 
dinner given to Sir Charles Topper on 
that evening; missed the cattle between 
tliG 15tli and 20th Soj)t.; had not disposed 
of any of them previously; was on hia 
farm this morning in company with an 
oflloer and a man named Shields; certain 
land was pointed out by Shields; this^land 
was witness' own; it was enclosed and 
the gate was pointed out; tho gate was his 
own; tho cattlo all belonged to witneda; 
saw nothing of tho Oftttle afterward and 
was certain thoy would not have strayed 
as they were all born on the premises; an 
exhaustive search was made all through 
the surrounding country; identified pri- 
soner in tho dock. 

Prisoner did not wish to ask witae-s.i 
any questions. 

Edward Shields, sworn — Remembered 
licaring of Sir Charlps Tupper being in 
town; saw tho prisoner about that time 
at the Fountain Saloon, on tho corner of 
Douglas and Yatoa streets; he asked him 
if ho would go out to prisoner's place and 
help him to drive steers to town; this Was 
in tho evening; went with him; | it [ Was 
arranged to go next evening; witness 
went to tho Fountain Saloon about half- 
past sovnn p. m. and mot McNeil thore; 
Frank Sl'urs was with hinij both had 
horses; witness got on the horso that 
Shiers had and went with' prisoner; wont 
up Fort street and turned to tho right at 
Lee's farm ; canio to a field in which \vcro 
cattle; went into the field and prisoner 
said there were some more cattle there, 
and if tliey were handy ho would take 
thom along too; drove some of tho oattlc 
out of tho Held from among others (four 
of thoin) and rtl'Qvp th°PI tJ9?l^ft?i"e & 
Dooley'a slaughter houso at Spring Bidgc; 
they were loft tl(ere; caiuc down to .Wil- 
liams' Ijvory stable and put uptho horacH; 
witness then went homo; about throo'days 
afterwards prisoner gave witness .?10; ho 
believed one of the horses belonged :to 
SVillianus; prisoner rodo him; the other 
horse belonged cither to Shiprs or Sehl; 
one steer was dark red, another was spot- 
ted aiid a red heifer with vpry litUo whitq 
about hor; they were in very gonil order; 
thought the heifer w.is in calf; there was 
aorao difficulty in getting tho spotted 
steer oat^of the' field; prisoner went back 



ahead of the cattl6'ancl witness after them; 
got to the slaughter' hotisa about 10:30 
p.; in. ; prisoner opened the gate; left pri- 
soner at Williams' stable; went this niorn- 
mg with a jjolice officer and Mr. Pember- 
ton to the. tieJd from which the cattle 
were takeii and pointed out tho gate 
through which they wero driven; was in 
the employ of W'm. Baker at that time; 
did not work for him more than a Week; 
believed tho slaughter house yard gate 
was shut when ho left. 

jTh^, prisoner asked this witness no 
questions. 

IFrdiik' Shiers, sworn— Knew the pri- 
soner; remembered his borrowing a horse 
on several oocasiona; weni with prisoner 
to tho Fountain Saloon some time in Sep- 
tember; prisoner had two horses, ono of 
them (a black one) was Mr. Williams' 
and the other belonged to John Sehl; saw 
Shields that evening ; prisoner aqd Shields 
wjintaWayon the two horses; prisoner 
wanted tho horse to drive some cattle 
frpm Poinberton's; got the hoi-so back 
I ndxt da}' froni yVilliama' .'italilo about one 
o'clock. 

James Holnoan, awoini — Was a butcher 
and vraa employed Vy Goodacro & Dooloy 
in Sopioinbei: last in the slaughter-yard; 
sUpt there; could not siiy whether tho 
animals described by Mr. Pemborton 
were in tho yard at that time; there wero 
somtf'rcd tind white ones; remombonsd 
McNeil going to tho yard botwuen 8 and 
9 in tho morning; ho sold six cattlo to Mr. 
Dooley; there, wore no other cattle in the 
yard whore theso six wore; had cattle on 
h4nd at that time; thoy were not voiy 
scarce; the cattlo sold by Iho prisoner 
were three steers and tiireo heifors; did 
not know wiioii they wero driven thoro; 
slaughtered two of them and tho others 
wer(5 turned into tho lower yard; slnugh-' 
torod them aftorv.-avda; two of thonl wcro 
, slaughtered either tho day they came in 
'or tho day following; stayed thoro all the 
time; did nut see the ciittlo till about 
half-past si.x a. in. ; tho cattle v.-ere not 
thore when witness wont up from liic 
stable the previous evening; did not keel)' 
a book for the liides of beeves; but had 
one for sheep skins; had not kopt a book 
fur cattlo ainco '70; that was Icopt at tho 
silop; it was thoro a few days before tho 
other cattlo wore killed; know nothing 
about how many cattle wero killed at tho 
slaughter house; thoy got food like the 
slicop. 

Wm. Baker, sworn — Remembered 
Shields working for him in Soptombel' 
last; ho worked four days in the first 
week and a day and a half in tho second 
week; he started on tho Tuesday in .the 
first week and worked on tho Mohday 
and Thursday of the next. 

'Seyinonr Brown, sworn— Remoinbured 
prispiiet arid Shields going to Williams' 
livii'y stable in SeptiMni)or last; hired a 
black saddle licr.sc; he had one horse at 
the time; belioveil ho gut tho liorso on 
tho 7th-Septeiuber; it wa-s tho night of 
the Tuppor banqiiot; tho horso was re- 
turned botween 11 and 12 o'clock the 
same wight ; tfie horse that Shi^l(fo rode 
wiis lof t thore; witness thought it was 
tal'on aw.ay that night; thought that Mc- 
Neil took tho horse away luid that it was 
brought b.'ick tho next morning; ,'McNoil 
took the horso away shortly after it was 
brought back on tho night in (juestion. , 

John Dooloy was horo culled to tlio 
witnoss-itaiidi 

Mr. Dr.-ikc remarked that he appeared 
for iVfr. Dooley and tiiat I\lr. D. was anx- 
ious to give evi-iy infoi'mation possible in 
tlie case and that there was no noed for 
any caution respecting tho matter. 

After being sworn witness stated that 
McNeil came to him shortly before the 
cattlo were purchased and wanted to 
know if ho would buy [iO or 40 cattle 
■from him; witness n.skcd him where the 
cattle wore, and was tidd that thoy wore 
on the Mctchosin hills and running 
around that country; asked liiiu what 
cattlo thcj' 'Were and was informed that 
thoy wore a part of the Alborni band; 
prisoner said ho would bring thom 
up five or sii at a time; witnua.s said that 
if tho cattle were good he would buy 
tliom; 'he thing went along till Septem- 
ber before ho licard from prisoner again, 
and tluin there were six cattlu in tho'oor-^' 
rol at Spring llidgo; asked him whoro he 
brought them from and was told from 
Mctchosin ; witness replied that ho must 
have had a hard time getting cattle up at 
that tiino of night; onquiicd who helped 
him to driv9 and was told that it .was 
No(i Shields, George Brown and a colored 
man from Happy Valley ; he said they had 
had no trouble during the drive; this con- 
versation was about nine o'clock in the 
morning; witness then Innked at tho cattlo 
and remarked that they wero not a good 
quality of beef, but prisoner nuid tho next 
lot would bo hotter; tlieii asked him how 
much he wanted for thorn and was told 
§85 for tho lot; said thoy wero not worth 
th.at to witness and told prisoner that 50 
hea,d of B. C. fat cattle had been sold in 
town for §15 a head the week before and 
witness had the offer of them; told prison- 
er that ho would give $75 for them and if 
ho did not liko that he might tako thom 
out of the yard and sell thom to some- 
body else; v.'itiioas agreed to that sum and 
W.1S told he could get his money from the 
bookkeeper; witness then loft him and 
rode down to town; wont into tho oflice 
and told Mr, Grillitha, tho bppkkocper,to 
give Wnii McNeil crodit for six cattle/ 
.^75; believed prisoner got tho money the 
next day; believed lio owed tho firinaonie- 
thing at the time for cash and goods; wit- 
ness handled so many cattlo that it was 
impoaaiblo toLiemcmbcr the color of them; 
saw the description of tho cattlo in The 
Colonist; never connected the cattle hp had 
bought with those advertised; uovcr gave 
tho matter a thought on account of Mc- 
Neil stating tlmt these cattlo came from 
Mctchosin; Porter and MoPhadon 
bought the B. G, cattlo at $15 per head 
the weo^^i^oro those in question - were 
sold to- him; Gilmore & Lunbaum sold 
them;' had a largo number of cattlo on 
h.ind at tiiat tinio; Uolnesa was present 
when the convoraatiou bctwcon .witness 
and McNeil took place. i

Reed, wh.n was a widower, aged 
31, ha.s been for several years clerk with 
Jfacoiidray & Co. Ho lived with his 
nlothe^-in-la^y; ; and siater-in-law, Mrs 
.Sarah d'Gorliam and Mrs. Carrie L. Burr, 
lie was of a nervous diajiosition and pro- 
bably inherits a streak of insanity, aa one 
of his uncles, also in tho employ of Mac-, 
ondray it Co., died in an insane asylum. 
For .some time Reed has been much press- 
ed with business, and latterly was in a 
very nervous and excitable frame of mind.' 
lie continued at work, until j.;Y6Bterdav. 
when ho topic to his^bed. His. 'jcoiivcrsa- 
tioii showed that lio apprehohded danger 
of doing some mischief in his hystorical 
state. Thia inorning Mrs. Gorham wont 
into liis room, le:irned his wishes regard- 
ing breakfast, and went down stairs to 
prepare it. .Shortly aft(;rward she Iieard 
shots, and running to the stairs, saw Rood 
f.dl at the head of the stairway, whilo 
littlo Ella came running down, cryin;;, 
"I'apa has killed nie." She c:dled as- 
sistanco and went upstairs.
